

Town and county may share facility

Didsbury Review 

The Town of Didsbury and Mountain 
View County are looking into the possi¬ 
bility of sharing a public works facility. 

Chief Financial Officer for the town, 
Sam Smalldon says both municipalities 
have been discussing the need for new 
public works facilities. 

“We thought the first step would be to 
have a thorough needs assessment 
done," he said. 

“Since we jointly needed a review and 
wanted to consider anything possible 
for sharing, we thought we would do it 
as a needs assessment and feasibility 
study and do it together.” 

By combining on a project such as 
this, both municipalities would qualify 
for funding under the Municipal 
Sponsorship Program (MSP). 

“Both municipalities will receive fund¬ 
ing to do this needs assessment. The 


funding will not come from reserves," 
said Smalldon. 

Smalldon says the municipalities 
agreed that contracting someone to 
complete a needs assessment could cost 
approximately $50,000, so the price for 
the hire would be split with the county 
and town each committing to a maxi¬ 
mum of $25,000 for the project. 

Once both councils have approved the 
study, administration will investigate 
which firms provide a needs assessment 
service, and will proceed with doing a 
public tender. 

“We are going to assess what our 
needs are for a facility based on the 
services we provide and the shortfalls 
we have at present in our facility,” said 
Smalldon. 

“Our current facility for public works 
is inadequate and old.” 

County council approved the proposal 
Sept.25, and town council will review it 
Oct.2. 


“Doing this as a joint project allows us 
to maximize the g.ant dollars and so we 
get the bonus as a priority project, 
which is infrastructure and the second 
bonus comes because we are doing it on 
an inter-municipal basis," said county 
Chief Administrative Officer (CAO) 
Doug Plamping. 

The town and county would consoli¬ 
date on the site presently occupied by 
county public works personnel in 
Didsbury. 

Recently Chinook’s Edge vacated the 
three bay shop space that they leased on 
a long term basis with the county. 

County operational services anticipat¬ 
ed undertaking a needs review to deter¬ 
mine how to best utilize that space and 
their entire shop area in the future, 
reported the county. 

According to Plamping, the building 
being utilized has a 30 year life, so it’s 
important to look long-term. 

“We have to see what our needs will be 


over 30 years, and the same for 
Didsbury, what their growth will be over 
30 years as well," he said. 

If excess space is available that would 
suit the needs of the town, Plamping 
says it would presumably purchase or 
lease it from the county. 

“We’re just quite willing to work 
together.” 

Plamping said some equipment could 
be beneficial to share. 

“The county has its own county and its 
own shop, and some of those things may 
be a benefit to the town,” he said. 

The town will also be looking at a 
complete facility review. 

Smalldon says the municipalities may 
come across other opportunities to 
share facilitues, but their priority is pub¬ 
lic works. 

Once the grant is approved, the study 
would expectedly start this winter. 

The town is also doing a facility 
review, taking a look at all facilities.

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Town eyes offsite 
levy change

Town of Didsbury Chief 
Administrative Officer Roy Brown says 
town council will review an offsite levy 
bylaw following the upcoming civic 
election. 

Council saw first reading of the pro¬ 
posed bylaw during its meeting Sept. 18. 

The new council will set a date for an 
open house that will provide an oppor¬ 
tunity for developers to offer feedback 
to council prior to second and third 
readings. 

Brown says the actual bylaw has not 
been completed and won’t be until coun¬ 
cil has an opportunity to debate the 
issue and provide direction to adminis¬ 
tration. 


Didsbury’s challenge is striking the 
balance between recovering costs and 
having a competitive advantage. 

“Last year has been extremely chal¬ 
lenging because some construction 
costs are going up so dramatically,” said 
Brown. 

“If costs remain stagnant, there is no 
great need for council to review them. 
In times like this, it is important to 
review them regularly, so that the levy 
reflects real costs." 

To date, Fields!one paid the highest 
off-site levy ever in Didsbury last year. 

Brown says Fieldstone is paying on a 
sliding scale per lot, and their develop¬ 
ment agreement includes a drop-dead 
clause that specifies if their construc¬ 
tion is not completed by the agreed date, 
their off-site levies will be renegotiated.

Senators attend 
ECC open house

The Emission Credits Corporation 
(ECC) held an open house to showcase 
its new facilities to a number of local 
and federal politicians and dignitaries 
in Didsbury Sept. 20. 

ECC President and CAO Marjorie 
Malinowski said the company also took 
advantage of the opportunity to intro¬ 
duce its exclusive, specially designed 
software, EC Tracker. 

Mayor candidates, incumbent 
Dorothy Moore and Brian Wittal, along 
with retired senator Thelma Chalifoux, 
senator Grant Mitchell, and senator 
Bert Brown were among those in atten¬ 
dance. 

Malinowski says the federal govern¬ 
ment has been watching with interest 
how the Alberta government is doing 
its legislation and their reduction pro¬ 
gram. 

“The senate has been holding com¬ 
mittee meetings on this issue to ensure 
any legislation would be good for 
Canadians. Since this is an Alberta ini¬ 
tiative, the Alberta senators are very 
interested in learning more about 
aggregator businesses such as ECC." 

The company allows rural landown¬ 
ers and renters to harvest their offset 
credits using changes 

in the best management practices. 

“Since the Alberta Climate Change 
and Emissions Management 


Amendment Act was passed earlier this 
spring, the aggregation of Greenhouse 
Gas Emission reductions and removals 
or offset credits has become an emerg¬ 
ing market opportunity,” said 
Malinowski. 

An example of this is a conversion 
from full tillage to zero till or direct 
seed, which Malinowski says has a pos¬ 
itive influence on the environment. 

“We assess all of the many changes 
that have been made in the way the 
agricultural industry does business. 
Using our EC Tracker software pro¬ 
gram and our own audited protocols 
and coefficients, we can calculate the 
volume of offset credits available for 
sale. We contract directly to buyers 
who are industry emitters and pur¬ 
chase only large volume of offset cred¬ 
its. Under the Alberta Climate Change 
and Emissions Management 
Amendment Act, all industrial emitters 
who vent more than 100,000 tonnes of 
carbon dioxide or carbon dioxide 
equivalency greenhouse gases into the 
atmosphere each year must reduce 
their emissions by 12%." 

Those looking to participate have 
three options, which include cutting 
their own exhaust emissions, buying 
offset credits from aggregators like 
ECC, or by making a $15contribution 
for every tonne of emissions that 
exceed the reduction 

requirement into a technology fund 
controlled by the Alberta Government.

A question and answer 
segment where the mod¬ 
erator will receive ques¬ 
tions from audience mem¬ 
bers, is expected to last 


45 minutes, followed by a 
two-minute closing 

speech. 

Residents will have the 
chance to mingle with the 
elected representatives 
and candidates during a 
meet and greet session 
following the formal 
forum.

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Effective EUB 
a must

The spying scandal surrounding the Alberta 
Energy and Utilities Board (EUB) has shaken confi¬ 
dence in a vital public service. 

With a new interim chairman appointed earlier this 
month, the EUB now has a chance to make amends 
to an offended public - failing to do so will harm 
both the board and its Stelmach government pay¬ 
masters. 

The EUB has been rocked by revelations that it 
hired undercover operatives to spy on landowners 
opposed to a transmission line project in central 
Alberta. An investigation by retired Justice Del 
Perras found that the EUB’s use of plainclothes 
spies was “wrong and unnecessary”. 

The EUB oversees resource development in the 
province, including approving oil and gas develop¬ 
ment projects. As one of the busiest oilpatch areas 
in the province, west central Alberta requires an 
independent and effective EUB. 

“As Minister responsible for the EUB, I will ensure 
that a situation like this does not happen again,” said 
Energy Minister Mel Knight. “An open and transpar¬ 
ent regulatory process is essential to ensure that the 
concerns of Albertans who are directly affected by 
development are taken into account.” 

While Knight says the appointment of a new chair¬ 
man is an “important first step” in restoring public 
confidence in the EUB, the opposition Liberals say 
the Stelmach Tories themselves should be investi¬ 
gated through a public inquiry. 

“They (revelations about EUB spying) raise the 
question as to whether or not this government relies 
on private investigators on a routine basis to moni¬ 
tor and eavesdrop on citizens,” said Liberal energy 
critic Hugh MacDonald. “If that is the case, then 
Albertans deserve nothing more than a full public- 
inquiry to hold this government accountable.” 

If the Stelmach government isn’t spying on private 
citizens, as the EUB has done, why wouldn’t the pre¬ 
mier order a public inquiry at the earliest opportuni¬ 
ty? While no such inquiry had been ordered at press 
time, the public awaits it. 

Meanwhile, the EUB has scrapped the $600 million 
transmission line hearings to date and sent the mat¬ 
ter back to square one. That, along with the appoint¬ 
ment of new interim chair Dr. William Tilleman, is 
probably a good step on the road to recovery for the 
EUB. 

If the public is not reassured that the EUB is inde¬ 
pendent and reliable - and that can only be done by 
actions, not words -then peaceful attendance at 
future EUB hearings could give way to more radical 
action by concerned landowners and other stake¬ 
holders. 

And that would only be further bad news on top of 
an already shocking and disturbing scandal.

Alberta is at a crossroads 

As a fellow Albertan, I am writing to you about the Alberta Royalty Review Panel recommendations. The Panel has proposed broad and sweeping changes 
to the economic foundation of our industry, and our province. I feel that I have a responsibility and an obligation to share with you what these changes 
would mean for EnCana and the potential impacts on every Albertan. 

Let me first say that we at EnCana are open to changes to Alberta’s royalties. However, if the Panel's recommendations are adopted in full, the royalty 
changes will negatively impact EnCana’s future investments and operations in Alberta and will have a widespread impact on economic activity across the 
province. A number of our projects will simply not be viable. As a consequence, we would have no choice but to reduce our 2008 capital investment in 
Alberta by about $1 billion, or 30 to 40 percent of the $2.5 to $3 billion we had planned for Alberta. 

That will mean slowing down our Alberta-based activity and moving investments to other areas in Canada and the U.S. There will be fewer wells drilled, 
completed, pipelined, operated and serviced. There will be fewer hotel bookings, vehicle purchases, landowner lease payments and restaurant meals in 
the areas where EnCana operates from the smallest towns to the biggest cities. More importantly and over the long term, well-paying, permanent jobs will 
not materialize across Alberta. 

We don’t want that to happen. As one of the largest producers of oil and gas in the province we have a vested interest in the prosperity of Alberta. We live 
here. We work here. We are Albertans. So we care deeply about the impacts the Royalty Panel recommendations will have on the Alberta economy and on 
the communities where we operate. 

We believe a royalty system can be developed that achieves Alberta’s objectives without so severely damaging the province's future. We want to work with 
the government to find a solution. One that works for everyone. One that strengthens Alberta’s future. 

I encourage you to be informed before you decide if the recommendations in the Alberta Royalty Review Panel Report are a good thing for Alberta.

Hemming leaves the 
Town of Didsbury with a 
legacy of fiscal responsi¬ 
bility, the ability to “do 
more with less”, and phi¬ 
losophy to always take 
the high road in difficult 
situations. 

In a speech made at 
Hemming’s retirement 
party, Chief 

Administrative Officer 
Roy Brown said, “You 
have taught me a new lan- 
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guage. You have taught 
me to buy as much as you 
can for as little money as 
you can. But above all, 
you have taught me what 
class is. For the rest of my 
days, when I hear ‘that 
person has class’, 1 will 
think of you.” 

Hemming explains that 
this time is bittersweet 
for her, saying that “I will 
miss the position and the 
people that I have worked 
with. I have always 
looked forward to coming 
to work everyday ... until 
two weeks ago when 1 
had to start cleaning my 
office.” 

She acknowledges Sam 
Smalldon, the newly hired 
Chief Financial Officer. 

“I think I’m leaving the 
Town's finances in very 
capable hands. I know 
that Sam will take the

Hemming says she is 
excited about her retire¬ 
ment and is “looking for¬ 
ward to a different stage 
of life.”

Illos estimates that it takes a whopping $15,(XX) per dog to 
train, feed, farilitate and place the dog within the fust two 
years. 

After the First twelve months with the puppy raiser, the 
adult raiser takes over the volunteer position. 

“Adult raiser job is to bring the dog to the centre in the 
morning for training,” said Ilk's. “The centre Is the place and 
time to leant how to be a guide dog . he has to know how to 
show me a chair, or for crossing the street, show me the 
curl)...I teach him how to find the door and when Barry 
comes here, Barry says find the door and he lakes him right 
there," said lilt's. 

Intensive training leads to success out in the field as the 
dog is vital to the clients they serve. 

The last stage of training begins when Hies brings the dog 
to the client 

WGADS is unique as they deliver and work with die dog in 
the client’s home, making the final stretch of training very 
useful to clients like Barry. 

“It is stressful for our clients to switch from the cane to 
dog,” said Hies. “We come to the client which is so beneficial 
because I can teach this dog how to find the office, how to 
find the coffee shop...I come here and I teach the dog exact¬ 
ly everything that Barry needs.” 

Hies will follow up with Bariy and Cessco three months 
into the placement to see how the relationship is working 
out. 

WGADS keeps in contacts with it’s cUents and it’s dogs far 
beyond placement - in fact - the society keeps ownership of 
the dog mid will track the progress all through their working 
life and into retirement. 

“We an* always a phone call away and if Barry has a prol>- 
lem that cannot be solved on the phone, I will come down to 
Olds to help him out,” said files. 

After placement, the society continues some support for 
bills, and in Barry's cast', corporate sponsorship from Purina 
w ill feed Cessco. 

WGADS is a not for profit registered charity that relies on 
private and corporate donations to fund it’s work.

Over a year ago, a writer, eoUeague and friend of the 
Review, Barry Williams lost his guide dog Owen to 
retirement. 

Since then, Barry, our visually impaired sports reporter, has 
had to rely on a white cane to get around tow n and manoeu¬ 
vre through crowds at sporting events. 

List week, Batry welcomed a new friend and a ftvsh set of 
eyes into his home, Cessco, an 18-month-old guide dog from 
Edmonton. 

A new friendship has already started to form and the |xxv 
pie of Olds will be happy to see Barry, Cessco and trainer 
Maria Ilk's around town over the next couple of weeks - 
learning the routes and getting to know each other. 

Cessco’s mother Ls a black lab and his father is a golden 
retriever. 

The society uses certain breeds because of their 
intelligence and temperament. 

“We art' bonding already and he’s starting to get used to me 
now...he’s quite the lapdog,” said WUliams. “Just crossing 
stn'ets and finding chairs will lie a lot easier." 

Cessco will become a big part of everyday life, as he is 
learning Barry’s routes and daily activities. 

Barry says that it wiU be mornings, when he steps out early 
in die day for coffi'e, that he is most thankful to have Cessco 
at his side. 

Cessco will also be a big help at sporting events for this 
local sports reporter and Barry looks forward to taking hLs 
new friend out to the games. 

“That is where the dog will be helpful, at the games,” said 
WiUiams. “He can get me through the crowds and stuff like 
that.” 

A lot of work goes into training guide dogs like Cessco, and 
trainer Maria Ilk's wants to remind residents of Olds, that 
Cessco Ls as much of a w orking dog as he is Barry’s friend. 

IUes is the head instructor at the Western Guide and 
Assistance Dog Society (WGADS) out of Edmonton and wiU 
work with Cessco and Barry over die next couple of weeks 
here in Olds. 

Training for Barry starts when Cessco arrives, but Cessco 
has spent most of hLs young life training to work with the 
visuaUy impaired. 

It can take up to two years to fully train guide dogs which 
includes 12 months of socializat ion and basic obedience, up 
to eight months with a certified trainer and additional three 
weeks in-home training with the client. 

WGADS reUes on three volunteer programs to house these 
invaluable animals during their training period. 

Puppy foster home, adult foster home and Ixiarding home 
programs an' integral to the non-profit organization. 

“The puppy foster home will look after him for twelve 
months and they get Uttle jac kets that say puppies in 
training,” said Dies. “Cessco and all of the puppies will be 
taken to public, to socialize to get used to places like' this.”

“Cessco’s puppy raiser, hLs girlfriend Ls an RCMP offi¬ 
cer in ()lds and she will help Barry exercise the dog,” said 
I lies. “She will help him to keep Cessco in shape.” 

Feeding and vet bills come at no cost to the volunteer as 
t he society covers the cost of food and veterinary bills for fos¬ 
ter homes.
